board; recommends encouragement of 
the good roads system now being de­ 
veloped in the state; calls attention to 
the existing abuses and the opportuni 
ties for such given road supervisors; 
says county commissioners and town­ 
ship trustees should be held to a rigid 
account for the moneys expended by 
them, and strongly recommends that 
the law relating to the publications of

It 1» a sort of very larg» 
coffin, with a pent roof made double, 
and a glass window in the side. 
It i» 
brought in piece» into the patient*» 
room and screwed together. He is placed 
iu It, and the double roof is filled with ioe. 
The temperature is kept a few degrees 
above freezing, and is graduated by ths 
use of salt with the ice. 
The period in 
the box is limited to three days, but the 
patient, it is stated, is usually cured in 
a day and a half to two days, the theory 
being that the bacilli of the disease can­ 
not reproduoe themselves exoept at a 
high temperature.

Ramsden who was attacked by yellow 
fever and tried the box told him that 
soon after being put in it hi« headach« 
decreased, tne pains in the back becam* 
less severe, his great thirst oeased, and 
in a short time he experienced a feeling 
of perfect comfort and rest.

crept into it There should be a salary 
attached to the office just as with judges 
of courts. 
In discussing the subject, 
Justice-of-the-Peace W, H. Nicholson, 
of Indianapolis, says. 
I heartily approve of the suggestion 
made to cut off all fees and place peace 
justices on a salary. I hope such a bill 
will be passed by the legislature. 
The 
person signing himself‘J. P., Bedford. 
Ind , voices my views in some measure 
I atn opposed to the fee system. No 
matter how honorable a man may be 
when he takes the place under the 
present system, a certain odium is at­ 
tached to the office. There are too 
many justices in this township. 
It has 
got to be so that there is a scramble to 
get business, even to solicit business. 
I 
do not see how a justice of the peace 
can keep honest if he solicits business 
The moment he solicits a man’s business 
he places himself under obligations to 
that person. It 1« true that we do a 
great deal of business for nothing.

are human and some of us, perhaps, 
have to make up for these gratuitous 
services. . 
The suggestion is made in the Indi­ 
anapolis News that the justices should 
be appointed by the ircuit court. 
It 
is not necessary that they should be ap­ 
pointed by any one. 
Let them be 
elected, as now. 
These courts are not 
expected to be supplied with lawyers as 
justices. They are the people’s courts, 
and not courts for trying technical 
points of law.

But sino e o ne metho d o f 
lighting is co mpeting with the o ther 
fo r superio rity the questio n o f lighting 
po wer has seemingly beco me a public 
matter. Ho w many candle po wer? The 
questio n is v ery simple and yet mysteri­ 
o us to the layman. 
Far measuring the lighting po wer the 
mo st reliable results are o btained by 
means o f a grease spo t. In its mo st sim­ 
ple applicatio n the experiment can be 
tried easily at ho me. A sheet o f white 
paper with a grease spo t in the center 
is put into a frame and plao ed between 
two flames o f different lighting po wer 
—fo r instance, between an o rdinary 
o andle and a lamp 
When the frame is equally distant 
fro m the two unequally bright flames, 
the grease spo t can be seen plainly o n 
bo th sides. By mo v ing the frame with 
the sheet o f paper slo wly to ward the 
less brilliant light—that is, the candle 
—it will arriv e finally at a po int where 
the grease spo t has apparently disap­ 
peared o n bo th sides o f the paper. This 
deceptio n ty>nef « 1 vs’*»vo rw'iif wh^n o n 
bo th sides o f the paper an equal bright­ 
ness prev ails and no side light exists. 
Hav ing reached this po int, it can be 
ascertained ho w much stro nger is the 
light o f the lamp than that o f the can­ 
dle. 
If the candle is 20 inches distant fro m 
the paper and the lamp 60 inches and 
yet the brightness o n bo th sides o f the 
paper is tho same, then the light o f the 
lamp will te as stro ng as that o f nine 
candle« . The calculatio n is based upo n 
the distances, the figures o f which are 
multiplied by themselv es and then di* 
v ided—here, fo r instance, 60 times 60 
div ided by 20 multiplied by 20 equals 9. 
This, o f co urse, is the mo st primitiv e 
metho d to r measuring light, but it is 
the principle fo r all the delicate instru­ 
ments used in tho labo rato ries.—Pear 
seal’s Weekly.

Moat Im portant Cclorio* Snbatmnoa 
In tha World Is ChlorophylL 
Chlo ro phyll is perhaps the mo st im­ 
po rtant co lo ring substance in the wo rld, 
fo r upo n this substance depend the char­ 
acteristic activ ity o f plants, tho synthe­ 
sis o f co mplex co mpo unds fro m o ar bo n 
dio xide and water pro cess, upo n which 
the existence o f all liv ing things is ulti­ 
mately co nditio ned. Only in a v ery few 
unimpo rtant fo rms dev o id o f chlo ro phyll 
can the synthesis o f co mplex fro m sim­ 
ple co mpo ui ds o r fro m the elements be 
acco mplished. The functio n o f chlo ro ­ 
phyll may o nly be co mprehended when 
its chief physical pro perties are under­ 
sto o d. These may be best illustrated 
by placing a gram o f cho pped leav es 
o f grtu>» o r geranium m a few 1 v .lie cen ­ 
timeters o f stro ng alco ho l fo r an ho ur. 
Such a so lutio n will be o f a bright, 
clear green co lo r, and when the v essel 
co ntaining it is held in such a manner 
that the sunlight is reflected fro m the 
surface o f the liquid it will appear blo o d 
red, due to its pro perty o f fluo rescence, 
that o f changing the wav e length o f 
the rays o f light o f the v io let and o f 
the spectrum in such a manner as to 
make them co incide with tho se o f the 
red end. It is by examinatio n o f light 
which has passed thro ugh a so lutio n o f 
chlo ro phyll, ho wev er, that the greatest 
insight into its physical pro perties may 
be gained. If such a ray o f light is pass­ 
ed thro ugh a prism and spread o ut o n a 
screen, it may be seen that there are 
sev eral largo interv als o f dark bands in 
the spectrum. The rays o f light which 
wo uld hav e o ccupied these spaces hav e 
been abso rbed by the chlo ro phyll and 
co nv erted into heat and o ther fo rms o f 
energy. This energy is directly av aila­ 
ble to the pro to plasm co ntaining tne 
cho ro phyll, and by means o f it the syn­ 
thesis o f co mplex substance may be ac­ 
co mplished. —Po pular Science Mo nthly. 


Who Wera th* Baaquea? 
The dialect o f the Spanish Basque 
pro v inces, such as we hav e it in the 
so ngs and pro v erbs which hav e acquired 
fo r this peo ple quite a Euro pean reputa­ 
tio n, is really a hideo us mixture o f 
Spanish pato is—Spanish, mo re o r less 
adulterated with French—and Mo o rish 
o r Arabic. Many o f their wo rds hav e a 
curio us resemblance to co rrespo nding 
English wo rds—just as we find in o ur 
English slang a go o d many gypsy 
wo rds. Fo r instance, the Basque wo rd 
go rry (which eignifiesred, rusty, blo o dy, 
go ry), the w’o rd go no (go wn), escura 
(scho o l), irina (farina, flo ur), curritzen 
(co urse, o o urrier), du (do es, fro m the 
v erb to do ), letra (letter), teilature 
(ro o f, tile), cantua (so ng, canticle), 
bo ina (bo nnet), etc. 
The musio o f the po pular Basque 
•o ugs is in general plaintiv e and co uch­ 
ed in the mino r keys. The melo dies, 
like the language, are a traditio n- —as 
no co mpo sers’ names hav e co me do wn 
to us—and this, again, is a singular 
co mpo und o f Spanish and o riental mel­ 
o dy. It also co nfirms my v iew o f the 
o rigin o f this interesting peo ple, so that 
[ hav e the language and the musio bo tb 
fighting to upho ld my theo ry.—Gentle­ 
man’s Magazine. 


Parading th« Syatem That Baa Been 
Known to the Chlncae For Oentnrlea. 
It to o k us 11 days fro m Brisbane to 
reach Thursday island, a distance o f 
abo ut 2,000 miles Tho island is abo ut 
•0 miles lo ng and abo ut 20 wide, and 
is abo ut 10 degrees ro uth o f the equato r, 
so yo u can imagine ho w ho t it is in De­ 
cember, when the sun is so uth. Here 
the great pearl fisheries are carried o n 
no t o nly o n a gigantic scale, but also o n 
a scientific scale. 
Kr. J ames Clarke, 
with who m I had the pleasure o f trav ­ 
eling to the island, is at the head o f a 
o o mpauy who are interested in pearl 
Ashing. It seems that they hav e dis- 
o o v ered that the biv alv e fo rms the pearl 
o nly when ho is co mpelled to —that is, 
he either swallo ws o r imbibes so mething, 
o r when the shells are o pen so mething 
gets in which he canno t digest, and, no t 
being able to digest it, he tries ano ther 
metho d o f ridding himself o f the o bject— 
that is, by ejecting it—and as he canno t 
•jo ct it he falls back o n his last reso rt— 
that is, by co mmencing to fo rm the 
pearl o v er the o bject 
With a pecnliar 
saliv a he emits he builds layer after 
layer until the pearl is fo rmed. 
Pearl farming is no w carried o n by 
this co mpany v ery scientifically. 
They 
bav e laid o ut immense pearl beds, just 
like o yster beds, div ided into fo ur quar­ 
ters, where the shells are graded, and 
when the shells attain a certain age they 
Sre partially o pened and so mething put 
in, which is a secret. This irritates the 
biv alv e, which co mmences to fo rm the 
pearl at o nce. It seems that the Chinese 
are the o riginal inv ento rs o f this system 
o f pearl farming, fo r that industry has 
been in v o gue in China hundreds o f 
years. The percentage o f pearls that are 
fo und in the shells is v ery small, as in 
100,000 shells yo n will o nly find fro m 
three to fiv e pearls o f any co nsequence» 
bat us there are millio ns aud millio ns 
o f shells the co mpany do es v ery welL 
Bo rne o f the pearls get to bo o f eno rmo us 
size and bring fabulo us prices. I saw a 
pearl as large as a large filbert, perfect 
in shape and with a beautiful luster. It 
was v alued at £ 1,000. 
Mr. Clarke to ld me that just befo ra 
the Wo rld’s fair a Chicago man cams 
put to bo y pearls. 
Mr. Cldrke, hearing 
o f him, came to Sydney to see him. 
They made an appo intment fo r meeting 
next day at the Australian ho tel, where 
the pearls were to be exnibited. 
When 
the Chicago man saw the pearls, be was 
asto nished, fo r he nev er had seen such 
large o nes and so perfect. 
He at first 
tho ught they were imitatio n, but o n 
slo sely examining them and hearing ths 
prices he was co nv inced abo ut their gen 
uineness, as o ne pearl alo ne wo uld bav e 
been eno ugh to hav e "bro ke" him. 
He 
yrald no t see a single pearl that was 
wo rth less than £ 100, and as he o nly 
wanted to buy a few tho usand do llars' 
« ^crth 
und hs ’rcnld fcsYw o uly jjci 
abo ut o ne pearl aud a half, he co o clud 
td no t to buy. 
Pearl fishing is v ery difficult and ex­ 
pensiv e. This co mpany has between 40 
and 50 bf« ats, which alo ne represent 
1160,000. 
As it cdstfc abo ut $ 3,000 to 
fit o ut a bo at, including div ing appara­ 
tus, and as the fishing is do no in v ery 
deep water, they hav e to go a lo ng way 
o nt and* necessarily need large bo ats. 
The div ers, who are mo stly J apanese, 
go do wn a depth o f between 20 and 30 
fatho ms; but, o wing to tho tremendo us 
pressure o f the water, they stay there 
o nly a v ery sho rt time aud v ery o ften 
bav e to be pulled up, as they beco me 
co mpletely exhausted and so metimes 
die fro m paralysis o f tho heart, as the 
pressure o f the water sto ps the circula­ 
tio n o f the blo o d. 
So me o f the div ers 
o arry a small v ial with them, and 
thro ugh an ingenio us inv entio n they 
o an take a drink o f brandy while at the 
bo tto m o f the o o ean, 160 feet belo w the 
surface. 
The shells are mo stly sent to Euro pe 
fo r the manufacture o f butto ns, buckles, 
o pera glass o rnaments, knife handles, 
ate. They v ary in price acco rding to the 
size o f the shell. 
Yo nng shells are no t 
allo wed to be expo rted, and all ship­ 
ments are inspected by go v ernment in 
specters. 
The price o f shells ranges 
fro m £ 300 to £ 500 per to n. 
I hav e secured two o f the largest pearl 
shells. 
They hav e quite a histo ry, as 
they are the shells in which the famo us 
twin pearls were fo und abo ut a year 
ago . 
The pearls were fo rmed to gether 
like two large peas, perfect shape and 
match, but the mo st wo nderful thing 
abo ut them was a peculiar freak in the 
fo rmatio n o f the two gems. 
Altho ugh 
they were tho ro ughly jo ined to gether, 
o ne was black jet, with a beautiful lus­ 
ter, aud the o ther silv ery white. 
Ths 
pearls were at o nce so ld fo r £ 400, then 
again fo r £ 750, then an o ffer was made 
fro m a Lo ndo n 
pearl mero hant o f 
£ 1,500, but the o wner telegraphed to 
sto p the sale.—Po rtland Orego nian.

Ret West, Jan. l l .—News received 
from the Pinar del Rio country to the 
effect that the "Lone Star” company of 
Texas rangers in the Callan army had 
again distinguished themselves. 
They 
defeated a much larger force than them­ 
selves, capturing the Spanish captain 
and provision train that the Spanish de­ 
tachment was guarding. 
A detachment of 300 Spanish cavalry 
was escorting a train load of provisions 
near Balaco, when they were halted by 
a sudden and fierce firing from the hill­ 
side by which they were passing. 
It 
was too steep to charge up, and the 
Spaniards replied as best they could, 
taking shelter on the opposite side of 
the road. 
Hardly had they done this 
when a cross fire was opened on them 
from that side in their rear, the Texans, 
who, by th# way, only numbered IOO 
men, ambushing both sides of the road. 
The Spaniards then retreated down the 
road, hoping to draw the attacking 
party out. 
The Texans, seeing them fly, came 
out from one side despite their officers 
efforts to restrain them, and with reck­ 
less courage and with shouts of "Cuba 
Libre,” dashed after the Spaniards. 
Getting them well oat of their shelter, 
the Spaniards turned and poured in a 
hot fire and then charged. 
The "Lone 
Star” boys met them aud the shock was 
terrible. 
Men were unhorsed, thrown 
down and men and beasts mixed ap in 
an inextricable mass. 
The second detachment of Texans 
came up at this moment, and the Span­ 
iards again retreated, this time captur­ 
ing a lieutenant named Stone, and plac­ 
ing him in the rear, to prevent his com­ 
rades from firing on them. The gallant 
Texans were greatly enraged at this, 
and, notwithstanding that the Span­ 
iards greatly outnumbered them,charged 
upon them with such fierceness that 
they could not be withstood, aud the 
Spanish troops fell back in disorder, aud 
Stone was recaptured. 
Captain Paviuia, the Spanish com­ 
mander, was wounded aud fell from his 
horse. 
He was instantly surrounded by 
the enemy, placed on a horse and taken 
off the field before his troops could rally 
and succor him. 
The Texans then returned to the 
train, and, taking possession of it, car­ 
ried it into the hills to Colonel Rogero’s 
camp. 
Tents, arms, ammunition and 
provisions were in the convoy. 
The 
Spaniards returned to the field several 
hours later and buried their dead and 
took their wounded sway. 
Another dispatch says:

Tile British consul at Santiago de Cu­ 
ba, Mr. F. W. Ramsden, describes rn 
new method of fighting a virulent dis­ 
ease. This is a refrigerating box Invent­ 
ed by Dr. Garcia for the treatment of 
yellow fever. 
It is a sort al very large 
coffin, with a pent roof made double, 
and a glass window in the side. 
It it 
brought in pieces into the patient’s 
room and screwed together. He is placed 
in it,and the doable roof is filled with ice. 
The temperature is kept a few degree* 
above freezing, and Is graduated by the 
use of salt with the ice. 
The period in 
the box is limited to three days, but tbs 
patient, it is stated, is usually cured in 
a day and a half to two days, the theory 
being that the bacilli of the discase can­ 
not reproduce themselves except at a 
high temperature, 
A friend of Mr. 
Ramsden who was attacked by yellow 
fever and tried the box told him thai 
soon after being put in it his headache 
decreased, the pains in the bark became 
less severe, his great thirst ceased, and 
in a short time he experienced a feeling 
of perfect comfort and rest,—-New Or* 
leans Picayune.

There should be a salary 
attached to the office just as with judges 
of courts. 
In discussing the subject, 
J ustice-of the-Peace W. H. Nicholson, 
of Indianapolis, says. 
I heartily approve of the suggestion 
made to cut off all fees and place peace 
justices on a salary. 
I hope such a bill 
will be passed by the legislature. 
The

Ind , voices ray views in some measure

when he takes the place under the 
present system, a certain odium is at­ 
tached to the office.

have to make up for these gratuitous 
services, . 
The suggestion is made in the Indi­ 
anapolis News that the justices should 
be appointed by the 
ircuit court. 
It 
is not necessary that they should be ap­ 
pointed by any one. 
Let them be 
elected, as now. 
These courts are not 
expected to be supplied with lawyers as 
justices. 
They are the people’s courts, 
and not courts for trying technical 
points of law. 
In fact, the fewer law­ 
yers in these courts the better it will be 
for the people who brins their griev­ 
ances into them. 
Justice Nickerson seems to have hit 
the meat of the question, which could 
well be taken as a text for the legisla­ 
ture to work upon.—Evansville Jour 
nal.

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CANDLE POWER. 
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Vow to ItMiare tho Lighting Fore, and 
Effect of rn Flame. 
This qneation aud its answer hare 
been until recently of interest to scien­ 
tists only. 
But sinoe one method of 
lighting is competing with the other 
for superiority the question of lighting 
power has seemingly become a publio 
matter. How many candle power? The 
question is very simple and yet mysteri­ 
ous to the layman. 
For measuring the lighting power the 
moet reliable results are obtained by 
means of a grease spot. In Its most rim* 
pie application the experiment mui be 
tried easily at home. 
A sheet of white 
paper with a grease spot in the center 
is put Into a frame and placed between 
two flame* of different lighting power 
—for instance, between an 
ordinary 
oandle aud a lam p 
When the frame is equally distant 
from the two unequally bright flames, 
the grease spot can be seen plainly on 
both sides. 
By moving the frame with 
the sheet of paper slowly toward the 
lees brilliant light— that i i the candle 
—it w ill arrive finally at a point where 
the grease spot has apparently disap­ 
peared on both sides of the paper. This 
deception must always occur when on 
both sides of the paper an equal bright­ 
ness prevails and no side light exists. 
Having reached this point, it can be 
ascertained how much stronger is the 
light of the lamp than that of tho can­ 
dle. 
If the candle is 30 inches distant from 
the paper and the lamp 60 inches and 
yet the brightness on both sides of the 
paper Is tho same, then the light of the 
lamp w ill be as strong as that of nine 
candles. 
The calculation is based upon 
the distances, tho figures of which are 
multiplied by themselves and then di­ 
vided—here, for instance, 60 times 60 
divided by 30 multiplied by 20 equals 9. 
This, of oourse, is the most primitive 
method fin* measuring light, but it ii 
tho principle for all the delicate instru­ 
ments used in the laboratories.—Pear

Chlorophyll is perhaps the most im ­ 
portant coloring substance in the world, 
for upon this substance depend the char­ 
acteristic activity of plants, tho synthe­ 
sis of oomplcx compounds from oarbon 
dioxide and water process, upon which 
the existence of all living things is u lti­ 
mately conditioned. Only in a very few 
unimportant forms devoid of chlorophyll 
can the synthesis of complex from sim* 
pie com pout da or from the elements be 
accomplished. The function of chloro­ 
phyll may only be comprehended when 
its chief physical properties are under­ 
stood. 
These may be best illustrated 
by placing a gram of chopped leaves 
of grass or geranium in a few cubic cen­ 
timeters of strong alcohol for an hour. 
Such a solution w ill be of a bright, 
clear green color, and when the vessel 
containing it is beld in such a manner 
that the sunlight is reflected from ♦ he 
surface of the liquid it w ill appear blood 
red, due to its property of fluorescence, 
that of changing the w ave length of 
the rays of light of the violet and of 
the spectrum in such a manner as to 
make them (xrincide with those of the 
red end. It is by examination of light 
which has passed through a solution of 
chlorophyll, however, that the greatest 
Insight into its physical properties may 
be gained. If such a ray of light is pass­ 
ed through a prism and spread out on a 
screen, it may be seen that there are 
several large intervals of dark bands in 
the spectrum. 
The rays of light which 
would have occupied these spaces have 
been absorbed by the chlorophyll and 
converted into heat aud other forms of 
energy. 
This energy is directly availa­ 
ble to the protoplasm containing toe 
chorophyll, and by means of it the syn­ 
thesis of complex substance may be ac­ 
complished. — Popular Science Monthly.

The dialect of the Spanish Basque 
provinces, such as we have it in the \ 
songs and proverbs which have acquired 
for this people quite a European reputa­ 
tion, is really a hideous mixture of 
Spanish patois—Spanish, more or less 
adulterated with French— and Moorish 
or Arabic. 
Many of their words have a 
curious resemblance to corresponding 
English words—just as we find in our 
English slang a good many 
gypsy 
words. 
For instance, the Basque word 
gorry (which signifies red, rusty, bloody, 
gory), the word gouo (gown), escura 
(school), irina (farina, flour), curritzen 
(course, oourrier), du (does, from the 
verb to do), 
letra (letter), teilature 
(roof, 
tile), Cantua (song, canticle), 
boina (bonnet), etc. 
The music of the popular Basque 
tongs is in general plaintive and couch­ 
ed in the minor keys. 
The melodies, 
like the language, are a tradition- -a s 
no composers’ names have come down 
to us— and this, again, is a singular 
rom pound of Spanish and oriental rael* 
ody. 
It also confirms my view of the 
origin of this interesting people, so that 
I have the language and the music both 
fighting to uphold my theory.—Gentle 
man’s Magazine.

PEARL CULTURE IN AUSTRALASIA. 


P ursu in g 
th e System 
That 
H as Bee® 
K nown to the Chinese For Centuries. 
It took us 11 days from Brisbane to 
reach Thursday island, a distance of 
about 2,000 miles Tho island is about 
IO m iles long and about 20 wide, and 
Is about IO degrees south of the equator, 
so you can imagine how hat it is in De­ 
cember, when the sun is sonth. 
Here 
the great pearl fisheries are carried on 
not only on a gigantic scale, but also on 
a scientific scale. 
S r. .Lunas Clarke, 
With whom I had the pleasure of trav­ 
eling to the island, is at the head of a 
oompauy who are interested in pearl 
fishing. 
It seems that they have dis- 
oovered that the bivalve forms the pearl 
only when ho is compelled to—that is, 
heeitber swallows or imbibes something, 
Of when the shells are open something 
gets in which ho cannot digest, and, not 
being able to digest it, bo tries another 
method of ridding himself of the object— 
that is, by ejecting it— and as he cannot 
•ject it he falls hack on his last resort— 
that is, by commencing to form the 
pearl over the object 
With a peculiar 
saliva he emits he builds layer after 
layer until the pearl is formed. 
Pearl farming is now carried on by 
this oompauy very scientifically. 
They 
have laid out immense pear) beds, just 
like oyster beds, divided into four quar­ 
ters, where the shells are graded, and 
when the shells attain a certain age they 
■re partially opened and something put 
in, which is a secret. 
This irritates the 
bivalve, which commences to form the 
pearl at once. It seems that the Chinese 
are the original inventors of this system 
cf pearl farming, for that industry bas 
been in vogue in China hundreds of 
years. The percentage of pearls that are 
found in the shells is very small, as in 
100,000 shells you w ill only find from 
three to five pearls of any consequence! 
but as there are m illions and m illions 
of shells the company does vary well. 
Borne of the pearls get to be of enormous 
size and bring fabulous prices. 
I saw a 
pearl as large as a large filbert, perfect 
In shape and with a beautiful luster. It 
was valued at £1,000. 
Mr. Clarke told me that just before 
the World’s fair a Chicago man came 
put to boy pearls. 
Mr. Clarke, hearing 
of him, came to Sydney to see him. 
They made an appointment for meeting 
next day at the Australian hotel, where 
the pearls were to be exhibited. 
When 
the Chicago man saw tho pearls, he was 
astonished, for he never had seen such 
large ones and so perfect. 
He at first 
thought they were imitation, but on 
closely examining them and hearing th* 
prices he was convinced about their gen­ 
uineness, as one pearl alone would have 
been enough to have “ broke” him. 
He 
pould not see a single pearl that was 
worth less than £100, and as he only 
wanted to buy a few thousand dollars* 
worth, and he would have only got 
about one pearl and a half, be conc Iud 
rd not to buy. 
Pearl fishing la very difficult and ex­ 
pensive. 
This company has between 40 
and 50 boats, which alone represent 
$150,000. 
Aa it exist* about $8,000 to 
fit out a boat, including diving appara­ 
tus, and as the fishing ia dono in very 
deep water, they have to go a long way 
out and* necessarily need large boats. 
The divers, who are mostly Japanese, 
go down a depth of between 20 and 30 
fathom s; but, owing to tho tremendous 
pressure of the water, they stay there 
only a very abort tim e aud very often 
have to be pulled up, as they become 
acuipletely exhausted and sometime* 
die from paralysis of tho heart, as the 
pressure of the water stops the circula­ 
tion of the blood. 
Some of the divers 
oarry a sm all vial with them, 
and 
through an ingenious invention they 
oan take a drink of brandy w hile at the 
bottom of the ocean, 160 feet below the 
surface. 
The shells are mostly sent to Europe 
for the manufacture of buttons, buckles, 
Optra glass ornaments, knife handles, 
ate. They vary in price according to the 
size of the shelL 
Young shells are not 
allowed to be exported, and all ship 
manta are inspected by government in 
•pectora. 
The price of shells range* 
from £300 to £500 per ton. 
I have secured two of the largest pearl 
shells. 
They have quite a history, s i 
they are the shells in which the famous 
twin pearls were found about a yew 
ago. 
The pearls were formed togethei 
like two large peas, perfect shape and 
match, but the most wonderful thing 
about them was a peculiar freak in th* 
formation of the two gems. 
Although 
they were thoroughly joined together, 
one was blaok jet, with a beautiful lus­ 
ter, aud the other silvery white. 
Tbs 
pearls were at once sold for £400, then 
again for £750, then an offer was mads 
from 
a London 
pearl merchant 
of 
£1,500, but the owner telegraphed ta 
•top the sale.—Portland Oregonian.
